ernment of India, then in the market 
for silver. The net result of his trij> 
was Ihe sale of about one-fifth of the 
government's hoard. The delivery of 
the silver is.to.be made at the Manila 
branch of the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Banking corporation, in lots of a. 
million pesos. The coin is then to be 
transferred to India where it is to ba 
melted into bullion in the presence of 
Insular Auditor C. H. French, who is 
now en route to India to fulfill this 
duty.

Now that President Wilson has ap- 


peared personally before congress to 
jirge the passage o£ a uniform child 
labor law, ari organized fight against 
the bill is taking shape and is expect- 
ed to be strong.

ain's partial reply to the American nola

it deals with specific cases instead of 
the principles involved.

EVADES BIG ISSUE 


LONDON', July 24.—The foreign of- 


fice has published the text of the note 
handed to the American ambassador 
replying1 to certain

plaints against the British censorship 
of mails. 


The reply is confined to the 
few 


specific allegations made in the recent 
American note. 


It is stated that the formal answer 


to the general arguments advanced 
by the "Washington government is still 
under consideration by the allied gov- 
ernments, and will receive reply in due 
course. 


The two principal cases referred to in 


the present memorandum are those of 
the Macniff Horticultural company ot 
New York and the Standard Under- 
ground company of Pittsburgh 


The Macniff company complained of 


the loss of perishable goods owing to 
the detention by the censor of ship 


ptng documents delating thereto, 


The British government states that 


so soon as the matter was brought 
to Its attention, it arranged to have a 
special mailbag for shipping papers 
which would be immediately censored, 
so that no delay would occur. 


In the case of the cable company, it is 


stated that "the government of the 
United Slates appeared to insinuate'1 
that the delay in the mail of the ca- 
ble company was directly connected 
with the fact "that a British competi- 
tor had obtained a contract for which 
that company had been tendering."" * • 


"His majesty's government,'' the note 


co'.rtlnues, "is astonished that such an 
insinuation should be made, especially 
as the complaint from the cable com- 
pany appears not to have been ade- 
quately examined." 


The memorandum goes on to show 


in considerable detail that tenders for 
the contracts referred to must have 
passed between tho United Slates and 
Norway on a date prior to that on 
xvhich the censorship oC Scandinavian 
mails began.

''The specific complaints do not sup- 


port the general charge against the 
efficiency of the British censor, • * * 


"His majesty's government will al- 


ways be ready to explain in detail tho 
working of the censorship, as there is 
nothing- regarding it which they wish 
to conceal. 


"Many complaints, when examined, 


proved to arise from badly directed 
letters, the Irregular sailing of neutral 
mail boats and other causes entirely 
outside the control of his majesty's 
government, and are often due to the 
action of enemies."

The law was framed for the pur- 


pose of making the public highways 
safer by removing the nuisance and 
confusion caused by the dazzling head- 
lights used on thousands of machines. 
It provides that no dazzling headlight 
thrown on either directly ahead or 
sideways shall at any time raise more 
than three anc5 a half feet above the 
ground or range more than 50 feet in 
front of the machine. 


The law further provides that the 


light shall be sufficient to enable the 
driver of a motor vehicle to see any 
person or other vehicle within a ra- 
dius of ten feet on each side of the 
car and for at least ten feet ahead. 


Under the law all autoists were or- 


dered to -equip 
their 
headlights 
to 


comply with these conditions by the 
first of January last.

fnsinuaiion should be made, especially 
as the complaint from the cable com- 
pany appears not to have been ade- 
quau-ly examined." 


The memorandum goes on to show 


In considerable detail that tenders for 
the contracts referred to must have 
passed between the United States and 
Norway on a date prior to that on 
which the censorship of Scandinavian 
mails began. 


After detailing other cases, the note 


continues: 


"The specific complaints do not sup* 


port the general charge against the 
efficiency of the British censor. • • • 


"His majesty's government will al- 


ways lie ready to explain in detail the 
working of tho censorship, as there Is 
nothing regarding !t which they wish 
to conceal. 


"Many complaints, when examined, 


proved to arise from badly directed 
letters, the irregular sailing of neutral 
mail boats and other causes 'entirely 
outside the control of his majesty's 
government, and are often due to the 
action of enemies."

Scars were found yesterday on 


buildings, some over two blocks away, 
which were made by flying missiles. 


Both the Grand Army of the Repub- 


lic and the First California. Volunteers, 
which were lining up on Stewart St., 


few feet from the bomb, suffered in 


loss of members by the explosion. Dr. 
George I/. Painter, one of the Califor- 
nia Volunteers, and Adam A. Fox. a 
70-year-old Civil war veteran,-died last 
night of their injuries. 


Several tales were told the police 


today that may lead to the arrest of 
the guilty person or persons. M. T. P. 
Pendersast of Oakland Enid he saw two 
men leave a black suitcase 
at tbe 


scene of the explosion a few minutes 
before the disaster. 
He was within 


eight feet of the bomb. 
Mrs. K. C. 


Compton of Chicago, who was watch- 
ing the. parade from a hotel window 
across the. street from the fatal cor- 
ner, .said he saw a man on the roof 
of a nearby building intently watch- 
ing the corner a few minutes before 
the esriosion.

A hurry call was sent for physicians. 


Dr. J. H. C. Gallagher of Chicopee took 
two of the injured to Mercy hospital 
in his car while the other five. Includ- 
ing the one who died, were taken to 
Ludlow hospital in the repair truck. 

J. M. Btrnie 
of Springfield, P. S. Koyt of Ludlow and

time; but the church cannot change. 
Death and the entrance Into the un- 
known never had an antidote except 
in the faith 
of Jesus Christ. When 


that becomes decadent, God help the 
church!"
